According 
to a decree by Numa Pompilius 
(circa 715-672 BC), the gates 
were to be opened when a war 
began+and closed when peace 
was established in every country 
governed by Rome. During’ 700 
long years they were closed but 
three times. (War is by no 
means a product of our time.)

The problem in Indochina is 
typical of others which have 
been so productive of frustration 
and failure for the free world.

The outlook 
there is dark. If the war be lost, 
then ali Southeast Asia is in im- 
mediate jeopardy. 

Indochina explains, too, why 
we are moving in Pakistan. And 
there, indeed, is explosive diplo- 
matic earth, trembling with the 
volcanic forces beneath it. 

If we bungle in Pakistan, we 
may destroy Nehru in India and 
his deep belief in parliamentary 
government. 

There.is more of this story—it 
runs on and on.

There are no signs that in our 
time the gates to Janus’ temple 
will be closed. Rust will further 
corrode the hinges. 

And yet, 1954 offers a better 
chance for an uneasy truce with 
Russia itself than did 1953... 
and a much superior outlook to 
that of 1952 or the even more 
ominous years of 1947-48. 

Man—and his inner strength— 
is the answer. 

We are learning that for our 
time normalcy is what to adults 
of our time seems abnormal.

KESSLER’S . . . Whitehall at Hunter 
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Stalin’s Death Is Voted 
The No. 2 Story of 1953

In the little mud hut village of Panmun m, a deso- 
late and forsaken place in a strife-torn world, the most 
momentous story of 1953 was written. 

There, on July 26, the hard-bargained Korean armi- 
stice, an uneasy truce that stopped the slaughter of hot 
war in a dangerous atomic age, was signed. It ended 37 
months of killing that exacted a tol that hurt all over 
America—25,604 Americans killed, 7,955 missing with 
many of them feared victims of unepeakable artrocities, 
and 108,718 wounded. 

A headache that prolonged war’s agony in many 
homes was the fate of 22 American boys, who either be- 
cause of deep convictions or because of relentless brain 
washing, still had to make up their minds whether to 
come home or to stay perhaps forever behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

Newsmen, participating In the annual Associated 
Press poll to determine the 10 outstanding stories of the 
year, chose the Korean truce as the biggest news of the 
year of headlines that found seven of the top 10 con- 
cerned with death and violence. Only the sudden death of 
Joseph Stalin and the succession to his power in Russia 
by Georgi Malenkov came close to the truce story in the 
balloting. 


2. Death of Stalin. It wasn’t the death of the man 
but what the free world hoped would happen that made 
Stalin’s death a tremendous news story. The 73-year-old 
Russian dictator, who dominated a third of the world’s 
peoples, died March 5. Death followed a brain hemor- 
rhage. said the announcement, which pleaded for unity. 
Free world pulses quickened in expectation of either a 
revolution in Russia or a drastic change in policy as 
Malenkov imprisoned Lavrenty P. Beria, head of the 
Soviet blood purge police under Stalin. But Soviet stiffen- 
ing returned. Except for occasional concessions, the cold 
war was back in the deep freeze stage of Stalin’s days. 


3. Greenlease Kidnap-Slaying. The kidnap-slaying of 
Bobby Greenlease of Kansas City, a crime that shocked 
the nation, was the third biggest story. The story of how 
the 6-year-old boy was kidnaped from an exclusive Cath- 
olic schoo] and brutally murdered even as his frantic 
71-year-old multimillionaire father gathered the request- 
ed record-breaking ransom of $600,000 probably had 
more emotional impact than the famous Bobby Franks 
kidnap-murder of the twenties in Chicago. 

The Franks case was one of perversion and sadism; 
the Greenlease kidnap and murder by a dissolute play- 
boy wastrel and his ‘alcoholic mistress was an outrage 
of brutality. Carl Austin Hall and Bonnie Brown Heady, 
his mistress, received the death penalty.as aroused Mis- 
souri justice moved in record time. 


4. Coronatien of Elizabeth II. Elizabeth was crown- 
ed queen in June. It was the first coronation of a woman 
since Victoria 116 years ago, and newsmen ranked the 
glorious accession as the fourth biggest story of 1953. 
More people than ever before saw Britain’s queen crown- 
ed because of the modern wonder of television. 


| 5. The Harry Dexter White Case. Spy hunters were 
active all year and getting headlines, but it wasn’t until 
November that the greatest hue and cry was raised. On 
Nov: 6, in an unheralded speech before a businessmen’s 
club in Chicago, Attorney General Herbert Brownell ac- 
*cused former President Harry Truman of appointing the 
late Harry Dexter White to a high government post de- 
spite an FBI report that White was a Communist spy. 
Truman, rejecting a subpoena by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, made a dramatic denial 
over national TV networks, called Brownell a liar and de- 
nounced what he termed “McCarthyism” without naming 
the Wisconsin senator, Joseph R. McCarthy. The din of 
charges and countercharges, climaxed by the appearance 
of FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover in testimony to support 
Brownell’s charge that the White House had been warned 
about White, was the fifth biggest story of the year. 


6. Eisenhower Inauguration. Dwight David Eisen- 
hower became America’s 34th president on Jan. 20 but 
newsmen ranked that story sixth as against No. 4 for 
Queen Elizabeth's coronation. His inauguration brought 
to an end a 20-year era of Democratic rule and embark- 
ed the GOP on its “Great Crusade.” 


7. Husband-Wife Spy Team Dies. Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg, silent and without emotion to the end, died 
in Sing Sing’s electric chair June 19 for betraying atomic 
bomb secrets to Russia. 

Perhaps the longest continuing story of the year, it 
was ranked seventh by newsmen. 


8. Death of Sen. Taft. On July 31, Senator Robert 
Alphonso Taft of Ohio died, victim of a relentless cancer 
that ravaged like wildfire. His death stunned the nation, 
and political friend and foe alike paid the great Republi- 
can leader unstinted tribute for his honesty and service. 
It was the eighth biggest story. 


9. Liquidation of Beria. The ouster, and subsequent 
execution, of Beria was rated the ninth biggest story. At 
the time the newsmen voted, the former Kremlin police 
chief had yet to face the firing squad, but his doom was 
regarded as inevitable. Six of his aides fell with him after 
a three-day secret trial. 


10. Berlin Rioting, Food Giveaway Program. Work- 
ers in East Berlin rose up against their Communist over- 
seers, and the Soviet army had to come to the rescue 
of the puppet government in East Germany. With this 
uprising subdued, the Reds faced a new problem in the 
Eisenhower administration’s decision to give food parcels 
to those who would trek from East Germany in West 
Berlin in order to get them. Thousands upon thousands 
made the trip, and the Kremlin faced a problem of per- 
sonal morale among the subjugated millions under the 
Communist sway. 

One of the big stories of the year came too late to 
figure in the news poll. President Eisenhower, speaking 
before the United Nations Assembly early in December 
offered a plan to stem the atomic armament race. His 

roposal to pool atomic resources for peaceful purposes 
nitially was greeted coolly by the Soviet Union, but 
later, in an official statement, the Communist govern- 
<a agreed to confer with the United States on the 
pian 

There were numerous other events of great interest. 

A plane crash Jan. 7 in Utah killed 40. homeward- 
bound Korean soldiers. The Chinese Reds later in the 
month shot down a Navy patrol bomber in Formosa 
Straits. Tragedy struck in Europe Feb. 2 when hurri- 
cane-pushed floods swept over portions of Britain, Hol- 
land and Belgium. Nearly 2,000 persons lost their lives. 

In March a Polish flier landed a MIG15 in Den- 
mark, the first such craft to come intact from behind 
the Iron Curtain. Britain’s Queen Mary died late the 
same month, on the 24th. April 10 Dag Hammarskjold 
became the U.N. secretary-general. On the 11th of May 
a tornado smashed Waco and San Angelo, Tex., and 124 
Fapane died. The following month the worst flood in

Repatriation of prisoners of war was ‘voted as the 
state’s top news event of the year by members of The 
Constitution news staff. The Korean truce and prisoner 
exchange made the top news nationally. 


The dramatic homecoming of the PWs after brutal 
Communist captivity edged the disastrous Warner Robins 
and Columbus tornadoes as Georgia’s biggest news story. 

The tornadoes, which killed 21 Georgians and did 
$63,000,000 damage, made the second biggest story, and 
the slaying of Deputy U.S. Marshal Sam Vaughn and 
subsequent manhunt near Adairsville was voted third. 


Other stories ranked in the top 10 of the year: Adlai 
Stevenson’s speech at Atlanta ... President Eisen- 
hower’s visits to Augusta . . . Liberty County’s vic2 in- 
vestigation . . . crash of four jets in formation near 
Duluth . . » Atlanta’s sensational monkey hoax . . . an 
East Point police captain’s gunfight with fellow officers 

- . . Spectacular warehouse fire that killed an Atlanta 
assistant fire chief. 

Repatriation of PWs began on April 20 with ex- 
change of sick and wounded. Four Georgians were re- 
leased, including Pfc. Robert Floyd Philpott of Hogans- 
ville, who returned home on April 30 with the first 
stories of cruel prison camp treatment and forced death 

marches in which hundreds of Americans died. 


PWs took over the headlines again on Aug. 4 with 
start of Operation Big Switch, which brought freedom to 
116 Georgians.

2. Tornadoes. On April 30, only 12 days after a tor- 
nado at Columbus killed two, injured 200, left 2,000 fam- 
ilies homeless and did $8,000,000 damage, a more disas- 
trous tornado struck Warner Robins. 

Cutting a mile-long, 1,000-yard-wide path of destruc- 
tion through the thickly populated southern fringe of 

‘the middle Georgia town, the tornado killed 19, injured 
more than 300, and wrecked some 400 brick apartment 
units and 65 private homes. Damage: $50,000,000 to 
Robins Air Force Base; $5,000,000 to the town. 


8. Adairsville manhunt. Deputy U.S. Marshal Sam 
Vaughn of Murfreesboro, Tenn., was driving two con- 
victed car thieves—Herbert Eugene Juelich and Lewis 
Woodward Larson—from Nashville, Tenn., to the At- 
lanta Federal Penitentiary on Aug. 7 when the prisoners 
overpowered him, shot him to death with five bullets 
from his own gun and escaped on foot near Adairsville, 
taking with them as a hostage George Hightower, deputy 
federal guard. 

One of the biggest manhunts in Georgia history 
ended four days later with the capture of both men by 
the Georgia National Guard. Hightower was unharmed 
during the ordeal..On Dec. 5 in Federal Court at Rome, 
Juelich was found guilty of murder in the first degree. 
He was sentenced to die on Dec. 30, but Federal Judge 
Frank A. Hooper extended the time limit for him to ap- 
peal for a new trial to March 10.

ROY REIGELS RAN WRONG WAY

Twenty-five years. ago come this New 
Year's Day, NBC's coast-to-coast audience, 
attuned to the national championship imbrolgio 
between the University of California and Géor- 
gia Tech in the Rose Bow! at Pasadena, Calif., 
(yep, Rose Bowl tiffs meant something back in 
1929) was suddenly shocked into incredulity 
when this account bounced in over the loud 
speakers and crystal sets: 

“‘And the battle rages. It’s Georgia Tech’s 
ball on her own 22-yard ribbon. Seventeen 
yards in from the western boundary, Engineers 
heading north. Second quarter just under way. 
Score: Georgia Tech 0, California 06. 

“The lads from Dixie drop back into their 
crapshooting formation.

There it was, right in everyone’s ears, folks 
—Reigels famous wrong way scamper, a faux 
pas which more than enlivened what had been 
a rather drab affair. Only a sensational 72-yard 
run by Benny Lom on the first scrimmage play 
and an ensuing deadly goal-saving tackle from 
behind by Tech Safety Man Thomason at the 
Tech 19 had stirred the multitude in the first 
quarter. 

Following Reigel’s mad dash, Tech Tackle 
Vance Maree slammed through and blocked 
Lom’'s attempted punt. He dived for the ball 
but it eluded his Gargatuan grasp, skidded out- 
side the end zone for an automatic safety and 
Tech led, 2 to 0. 

In the third period, after the Engineers 
had retrieved a Bear fumble at the enemy 17, 
Thomason broke loose for a touchdown on the 
very same type play on which his earlier mis- 
cue had macadamized the highway for Reigels’ 
muff into immortality. Goal was missed. Tech 
8, California 0. 

With moments te go, the desperate Calli- 
fornians unleashed an insoluble aerial attack 
on the outweighed and weary Techs (they had 
few reserves, using only 21 men during the en- 
tire contest) which almost carried them to the 
palms. They passed for one score, converted 
to make the count 8 to 7, and were ethering 
their way to the winning marker just as as- 
suredly as Reigels had run the wrong way 
when the pistol fired.

Research Is Finding 


Answer to Security 


If the world is to escape destruction 
by atomic war it will largely be the result 
of research in American laboratories. In 
fact, if war becomes so costly that it must 
be abandoned as an instrument of nation- 
al policy, it will largely be for the same 
reason. 


Authority for those statements is Dr. . 


Mervin J. Kelley, president of the Bell 


Telephone Laboratories and one of the na- 
tion’s leaders in industrial research. If 
they are true, the United States and the 
entire world will have received their fin- 
est New Year message in history. 


The various research laboratories of 
the country—government, academic, 
philanthropic and industrial—are making 
America “the arsenal of the free world 
and the leader in its struggle to maintain 
its security,” the noted scientist declared 
in an address this week before the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 


It is being accomplished at a cost of 
approximately $3,600,000,000 a year on 
basic and applied research, with govern- 
ment spending $2,400,000,000 of the total. 


In military research alone, said Dr. 
Kelley, the combined effectiveness of new 
weapons is “appalling.” As a result, mili- 
tary manpower ean actually be reduced 
with no sacrifice in military strength. At 
the same time, research has made great 
contributions to an abundant economy and 
a steadily rising living standard for all 
the world’s peoples that are creating an 
unhealthy climate for communism. 

“A military potential of greatest 
strength,” he. warns, “will not suffice for 
the preservation of our free and demo- 
cratic society unless it maintains and 
gradually enhances the qualities of living 
of all its people.” : 

To make war impossible by making it 
so costly that no nation dares try it and 
to make living so pleasant that causes of 
wars will disappear—these twin objec- 
tives offer hope for the New Year and for 
all the future.

Lacking definite knowledge on the basis 
for the Dun & Bradstreet report, we can 
only note that the change is a plus and 
not a minus. 

That fact only has a meaning in a 
county which lost almost a quarter of its 
population. between 1940 and 1950. 

Counties like Johnson which have ex- 
perienced a population loss, largely be- 
cause of farm mechanization, can check 
the trend by encouraging new industry. 
Businesswise, they can offset it by work- 
ing to increase the income of the people 
who don’t migrate to the urban centers.

Production Climb Means 


Improving Use of Land 


At the present rate of production in 
the United States, an additional 115,000,-~ 
000 acres of tillable land will be needed to 
maintain our present standard of living, 
J. W. Fanning, Agricultural Extension 
Service agronomist at the University of 
Georgia, points out. 

His figures are based on present pro- 
duction and the rate of population 
growth. Population is increasing by 
2,500,000 a year. Production undoubtedly 
will increase with continued improvement 
in methods, but unless it does the United 
States will become a major importer of 
agricultural products. 

Here in Georgia, a revolution fn land 
use has occurred in this century. In 1914- 
15 Georgia farmers planted 5,000,000 
acres in cotton alone. Now less. than 
2,000,000 acres are used for cotton, pea- 
nuts and tobacco combined. The trend is 
downward in crop land and upward in 
pastures, small grains and legumes. Of 
a total of 35,000,000 acres of land area, 
22,000,000 are in timberland and 12,000,- 
000 are used for all other purposes. 

His conclusions point up the need for 
continued research into ways of contin- 
uing to increase production and improve 
land use.

The dawn of the year is a good 
time to doff the ice bag in honor 
of Charles Gerhardt. So you never 
wt: heard of him? I 

“was afraid of 
that. Charles 
Gerhardt — once

vant, but what 


‘to say 
when I ridely potenti myself, 
should rank among mankind’s ben- 
efactors along with Louis Pasteur 
and Dr. Crawford Long. C. Ger- 
hardt is the man who invented 
aspirin. 

Exactly a hundred years back 
from 1953 (remember 1953?) this 
German chemist concocted a mix- 
ture known as acetylsalicylic acid. 

The man Gerhardt must not have 
been bothered with headaches. He 
was like C. Columbus. Not that 
the latter had no headaches, but 
Gerhardt never knew just what it 
was that he had discovered. 

He didn’t know it was aspirin 
and he didn’t know what to do with 
it. But before long-medicos found 
the mixture was beneficial in the 
treatment of rheumatoid arthritis. 
And in 1899 a fellow with a head- 
ache swallowed some of the stuff 
and soon was feeling no pain. 

It- became evident the drug was 
more effective in headaches than 
in. rheumatism—and there were 
many more people with headaches. 

As its reputation spread and its 
popularity. grew, the name was 
shortened ‘until nobody but the man 
reading the commercial was say-. 
ing acetylsalicylic acid. It became 
Aspirin with an “A,” then the 
patents ran out and the word be- 
came a common noun and the 
powder a corhmon remedy. 

Paul Clark, warehouse manager 
for an Atlanta drugstore chain, 
says his outfit alone sold 2,749.- 
952 aspirins in 1953. That’s not 
counting the one Paul took after 
compiling that figure. 

Now everybody takes it without 
a thought to who invented it. Which 
is not at all fair to Charles Ger- 
hardt. So take two tablets now, 
with a glass of water, and bow low 
in homage to the man who put 
the bottle within your reach.

For some time now the 
probability of Gov. Talmadge 
supporting Griffin for governor 
has been hot and cold. There 
were strong reports that Sen. 
Walter George would retire in — 
1953, and thereby the governor ge - 
could quit his post and be ap- @& 
pointed to the Senate by the - 
lieutenant governor, who would a 
by then be acting governor. Such a possibility 
kept Talmadge and Griffin, never too good as 
political bedfellows, working together. 

There were rumors that Talmadge had told 
a friend in northwest Georgia to prepare a big 
barbecue for Griffin’s campaign opening. The 
governor branded these rumors as false. 

However, supporters of House Speaker Fred 
Hand and Highway Chairman Jim Gillis, who 
would like administration support if they run 
for governor, suspect the “‘footsy playing’ be- 
tween Talmad#e-and Griffin. Griffin apparently 
has taken the Talmadge school abolition plan 
as a major campaign issue. 

While some Talmadge backers are hoping 
the governor won't back Griffin, antiadminis- 
tration potential candidates are hoping he will. 

They think Griffin is more vulnerable to at- 
tack than Hand or Gillis. Since Griffin has 
been conducting an unofficial gubernatorial 
campaign for a long time and is sure to quali-

fy, the antis believe Talmadge wouldn't dare 
divide his strength with other candidates and 
ig therefore stuck with Griffin. Former Gov. El- 
lis Arnall, who may run for governor, has been 
coupling Talmadge and Griffin in his attacks. 

Early in 1950, Talmadge forces started boost- 
ing the stock of Former Acting Gov. Thompson. 
They said they feared Thompson more than any 
other potential antiadministration candidate. 
They got what they wanted when Thompson, 
without working with other antiadministration 
groups, announced for governor. 

3ut the Talmadge forces liked to have over- 
done it. Working hard while the overconfident 
Talmadge forces coasted, Thompson made an 
amazing campaign—and almost won, practically 
single-handed. 

The administration leaders have started the 
same kind of talk this year. Thompson, any one 
of the Talmadge leaders will tell you,.is the 
most powerful potential candidate on the anti- 
administration side. 

These potential candidates obviously would 
rather run against Thompson—apparently they 
plan to be more careful than Talmadge was in 
1950. On the other hand, Thompson this time 
is conferring with the other prospective candi- 
dates in a move to have the antis with only one 
candidate. 

Some friends‘of the governor, "foterested in 
him going to the Senate eventually, are advis- 
ing him to steer clear of the gubernatorial race. 
Arnall, who has had experience in the matter, de- 
clares it is impossible for a governor either to 
stay out of such a race or to pick his suc- 
cessor. 

Gov. Talmadge took his first part in the 
forthcoming gubernatorial race when he belit- 
tled the candidacy of Glynn Rep. Charlie Gowen, 
only announced candidate for governor and an 
administration critic. For all thé rumors and re- 
ports, however, Talmadge hasn't yet indicated 
which candidate he will support,

Building

Atlanta ended 1953 in sound 
fiscal condition and set all-time 
records in building and sewer 
construction, while more than 92 
per cent of ali city taxes from 
that portion of Atlanta lying in 
Fulton County were collected, it 
Was reported yesterday. 

Comptroller Earl Landers said 
the city closed the year with a 
cash carry-over of $1,538,441, a 
figure $677,166 less than the 
$2,215,608 carried forward from 
1952, although receipts from all 
sources were $30,942,022 for 1953 
compared with $30,592,139 in 1952. 

Anticipating a decline in the 
carry-over, Ralph Huie, chairman 
of the finance committee, re- 
quested Jack Savage, city attor- 
ney, to prepare an ordinance to 
abolish discounts on water bills. 


STRENGTH ACTION 


In this connection, it was point- 
ed out the discounts total $800,000 
annually, and the requested ac- 
tion is to strengthen the city’s 
financial position and to insure 
cash operations. 

Atlanta schools ended the year 
with a cash carry-over of $119,- 
445, compared with a 1952 carry-| 
over of $584,972, and schools re-| 
ceived $8,323,016 from the city in| 
1953, compared to $7,830,826 for| 
1952. Both figures are exclusive 
of the carry-overs. 


Fulton Tax Commissioner Ear] 
Suttles collected $13,338,548 of an. 
anticipated $14,478,563. Last year | 
the city collected 95 per cent of| 
its digest before collections were | 
consolidated under the Plan of 
Improvement. 


ALL-TIME HIGH 

The value of building construc- 
tion in Atlanta for 1953 reached 
an all-time record high of $80,- 
950,592, more than twice the 
value of any other year except 
1950, when values were $48,053,- 
964, William R. Wofford, building 
inspector, reported. 

Wofford ‘also said an oe 
high was reached in installation’ 
of heating and ventilating equip- 
ment. 

Permits were issued for install- 
ing 6,195 pieces of such equip- 
ment, with a value of $9,500,000. A 
total of 477 air-conditioning units 
were authorized, and fees collect- 
ed totaled $21,408, compared to 
$12,484 in 1952. 


STREET COSTS 

Clarke Donaldson, city con- 
struction chief, reported the city) 
spent $3,265,074 on streets, sew- 
ers and bridges in 1953, with

Georgia draftees, as they are 
released from active duty during 
the next six months, will be as- 
signed to specific active and re- 
serve Army components — with 
which they would report for duty 
in a mobilization—under an ex- 
perimental plan beginning today 
to increase participation in the 
Army reserve program. 

Officials of the Georgia Mili- 
tary District explained the pro- 
gram is being tried out in one 
state in each of the six Army 
areas. Other states chosen for 
the experiment are New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Texas, Wisconsin 
and Washington. 

According to Maj. Marcel A. 
Huet, district public information 
officer, the ‘‘advantage of the 
whole program is that when a 
man gets off active duty he will 
have a definite spot in the re- 
serve program.” 

Under the plan, as announced 
by the Pentagon in Washington, 
draftees with reserve obligations 
will be given mobilization assign- 
ments with active Army units or 
installations or with National 
Guard and Army reserve units 
near their homes. 

Noncombat veterans will be 
given one-year assignments on 
paper with active Army units 
while combat veterans and men 
wi’. prior reserve service will 
be given four-year mobilization 
and assignments with National 
Guard or Army reserve units. 

While the plan is in effect, the 
men will be called up with the 
specific unit to which they are 
assigned whenever that unit is 
mobilized. 

The Army’s authority ends, 
however, after assigning each 
man to a unit, Huet stressed.

“But they come across pretty 
agreeably these days.”’

With Less Time in Kitchen

Now that January is here, proclaiming down-to-earth, substan- 
tial food as official follow-up for rich holiday morsels, why not 
celebrate the after-the-holidays by spending a minimum of min- 


utes in the kitchen? 

Not at the expense of the 
family’s supper, however. The 
menu may still be outstanding, 
leaving everyone in wonder over 
how you ever managed. 


Ravioli, one of the newest 
canned meat dishes, with garlic 
bread, a bowl of salad, a tray of 
fruit and cheese is especially the 
pleasure of men in the family. 

The ravioli is ready to eat as 
soon as it is piping hot. Just 
open the can and heat in a 
saucepan. The little pastry pock- 
ets, filled with minced beef, are 
tender and savory served in rich 
tomato beef sauce. 

Meat balls and gravy is another 
canned main dish that’s both 
nourishing and delicious. Serve 
over inexpensive standbys such 
as noodles, spaghetti, rice and 
mashed potatoes. Lettuce and 
fomato salad and French bread 
balance the meal. 

For the garlic bread, peel two 
cloves garlic; pound to a paste. 
Stir in one-third cup soft butter. 
Cut loaf of French bread into 
half-inch slices, leaving slices at- 
tached at the bottom. 

Separate slices slightly, but not 
enough to break apart; spread 
both sides of slices thinly with 
garlic butter. Slide onto a baking 
sheet; place in moderately hot 
oven (400) 10 to 12 minutes or 
until piping hot through. 

Crackers and cheese is a good, 
standard, back-to-normal dessert 
and is the perfect finish to this 
type meal. The variety of cheese 
might include edam, Camembert, 
brie, roquefort, cheddar, gouda 
and cream cheese.
